Installing Batteries 

Removing the batteries clears 

your password. You must input 

your password again. 

Opening the Safe with a 

Code 

• If you do not open the door 
within five seconds, OPEN 
turns off and the safe is locked 
again. 

• If the door is kept open for 
more than 10 seconds, FAIL 
flashes and the safe beeps 
twice. Close the door to stop 
the beeping. 

• If the wrong code is entered, 
FAIL flashes and the safe tells 
you your password is incorrect. 
Try entering your code again. 

Changing the Code 

• If you do not enter a new code 
within about 10 seconds, FAIL 
and OPEN stop flashing. Start 
over from Step 2. 


1. Use a Phillips screwdriver to loosen the screw from 
the battery compartment cover. Remove the cover. 

2. Insert the batteries in the compartment as 
indicated by the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked 
inside.

3. Replace the cover and tighten the screw. When the 
safe stops operating properly, replace the batteries. 

OPENING THESAFEWITHA 
CODE 

You can enter a four-digit code to open the safe. The 
preset code is 0000. 

1. Press 0000. READY lights while you enter the code 
and OPEN f lashes for about five seconds. The safe 
confirms your password and OPEN lights.

CHANGING THECODE 

You can change the code to another number that you can 
more easily remember. 

1. Enter the currently set code and open the door. 

2. Press *. FAIL and OPEN flash and the safe asks you 
to set the code. 

3. Enter the new four-digit code. Cf 

4. Press # to store the new code. FAIL and OPEN stop 
flashing. 

5. Close the door. 
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RECORDI NG YOURPASSWORD 

You can record a voice password to use to open the safe. 

1. Hold down RECORD. READY flashes and you are 
prompted to record your password. The safe beeps 
two times and READY turns off. 

2. When READY lights again, move as close as possible 
to the microphone and say your password within 
about two seconds. 

3. After a few seconds, OPEN turns on and the safe 
tells you your password is accepted. 

OPENING THESAFEWITHA 
PASSWORD 

1. Hold down RECORD. READY flashes. The safe 
prompts you for your password, then beeps two 
times. READY turns off. 

2. When READY turns on again, say your password into 
the microphone. 

3. If your password is correct, OPEN flashes, and the 
safe tells you your password has been accepted. 
Release RECORD. 

4. When OPEN lights, rotate the knob clockwise and 
pull open the door. When OPEN turns off, the safe is 
locked again. 

5. If you forget your password, open the door using 
the four-digit code, press CLEAR (behind the safe's 
door) to clear the password, and record it again. 

CHANGING YOURPASSWORD 

1. To change your password at any time, open the safe 
and press CLEAR to clear your password. FAIL and 
OPEN flash and the safe beeps twice. The safe tells 
you to record your password again. 

2. Close the door. To record your password again, 
repeat Steps 1-3 in "Recording Your Password" .

Care 

Keep the safe dry; if it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the safe only in normal 
temperature environments. 
Handle the safe carefully; do not 
drop it. Keep the safe away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new.
